peck or so may be picked up in a few 
minutes.

pastures or lawns, and

its 


name from its habit of growing in 
crescent, each year the arc growing 
larger until the radius of the arc may 
be 10 feet. 
It is the only mushroom 


that may be readily dried for winter 
use, 
and is as good after being dried 


as when fresh. 


The "Fairy Ring" has a counterfeit, 


but it usually grows in the woods; 
the cap of this poison fungi is always 
depressed in the center, while in the 
genuine variety the cap is 
always 


raised in the center in a tiny mound, 
and the stem of the spurious kind is 
fuzzy and of no strength, while the 
stem of the right kind is as tough, 
nearly, as cat-gut. This description 
should suffice the careful gatherer. No 
need to get sick or poisoned if you 
observe the simple rules as laid'down. 


All the fungi that grow on wood are 


non-poisonous, but many 
are 
not 


edible on account of toughness. 


The puff ball in all its varied shapes 


is good to eat when gathered in the 
fresh white stage, and when 
sliced 


and fried in butter makes a repast fit 
for a king, and is thought by many 
epicures to be the best of the edible 
fungi.
